Bedding Out 

A great many customers want their flower beds filled 
as early as possible, also vases, boxes and grave lots 
planted before Memorial Day so every effort should be 
made to get this work done. It will probably mean long 
hours for all hands, but then Memorial Day comes but 
once a year and we can stand it. Geraniums continue 
the leaders among bedding plants, and no other plant 
approaches them in popularity. The planting of these 
should be completed as soon as possible. It is an ad- 
vantage to have a spell of cool, moist weather in which 
to set out these and other bedding stock, as it gives the 
plants a nice start and there is less danger of them being 
dried out. About every florist has a host of orders for 
bouquets to fill and a large variety of flowers can be 
used for this purpose. Crops of ten-week stock, double 
feverfew, snapdragons, gladioli, larkspur, candytuft, 
Spirea japonica and lilies want careful watching. As 
the stocks of bedding plants become thinned out, take 
advantage of any spare time to get the remnants bunched 
up so as not to spread over a needlessly large bench space. 


Growing Single-Stemmed Chrysanthemums 


From now and up to the middle of June is the best 
time to propagate this line of stock. Provide good new 
sand as they are not so easy to root at this time of the 
year. Give them plenty of room in the cuting bed and 
see that they are well firmed around. Keep them shaded 
and watered and they will soon root. When they have 
roots from about a quarter to half an inch long they 
should go into 24-inch pots. Give them good soil from 
the start and always shift before they become potbound. 
For the last shift make the compost good and rich, any- 
where from one-half to one-third of the bulk should be 
well-rotted cow manure with a good sprinkling of bone 
meal. Grow in a house where they can have plenty of 
light and ventilation. 

Orchids 

Oncidium varicosum Rogersii is the most popular of 
the florists’ oncidiums and its long-branched spikes of 
golden yellow flowers are a great decorative feature in 
store windows in the fall. Give this oncidium plenty 
of air at all times during the summer months and, to 
insure an abundance of atmospheric moisture, wet 
down the benches, paths and walls three or four 
times daily during very hot and dry days. These 
orchids from now on should have sufficient shade to help 
keep down the temperature, but without excluding the 
indirect sun influence, for always they like plenty of 
diffused sunlight. To bring the plants through the sum- 


mer in good condition keep the temperature as low as 
the outside condition will permit. Allow the plants to 
dry out occasionally so as not to let them get sour but 
don’t let them remain dry for any length of time. The 
safest plan is to give them a dip in a tub of water two 
or three times a week. 


Sweet Peas Under Glass 
An abundant water supply, free eyringing and ample 
ventilation are necessities where a late indoor crop is 
desired. Red spider must be kept off at all hazards and 
the water from a hose well directed is the one thing need- 
ful for this purpose. It will pay to give the glass a light 
shade, in order to somewhat lower the temperature and 
keep ventilators and the end doors wide open night and 
day. The best time to pick the flowers is early in the 
morning. It will pay to soak the ground well with the 
hose. If the space between the rows is well mulched, the 
moisture will be held in the ground a long time. Late 
sweet peas under glass are usually profitable in most 
parts of the country. Give them a fumigation about 

every ten days to keep them clean of fly. 


The Compost Heap 

We shall soon be filling the benches for chrysanthe- 
mums, roses and carnations where they are grown un- 
der glass in summer. The compost in addition to be- 
ing freed from weeds, should be chopped down. and 
turned over. Barnyard manure, added to it when cut 
and piled up, in the proportion of one load of fresh 
manure to two loads of sod, will after five months of 
progressing decomposition, change the proportion to 
one-fourth of partially decayed manure. So where you 
want it richer you can add to it when turning it over. 
This compost, to be right for immediate use after five 
months’ standing, requires to be turned several times 
during that period, each time to be piled up again into 
flat heaps. The latter part of May is a strenuous one 
for all florists and it is difficult to adequately keep 
abreast of all work demanding attention. So do not put 
off this very important work but start now and see that it 
is done in a thoroughly good manner. 


Resting Callas 

Callas are now coming to the end of their flowering 
season and will need a good rest. This is brought about 
by withholding water for the next five or six weeks. 
Those that are grown in benches can be dried out until 
they lose their tops when they can be lifted and placed 
in some cool and dry place until wanted. When grown 
in pots you can place the pots outside, laying them on 
their sides, for the same period.

Decoration Day 


Growers that are situated on a good road where auto- 
mobile traffic is quite heavy ought to get after some of 
the trade that goes past without stopping if they do not 
see any sign or other advertisement on the place. A 
neat sign costs very little when compared to the results 
that it will bring. The very first year ought to more 
than pay for it. There is no better time to start this 
than on or rather before Decoration Day as there are 
more people traveling on this day than any other day in 
the year. If you have never done business with the 
automobile traffic it will take a little time to work up 
the trade but it will not take very long. Give the 
people good stuff, and charge reasonable prices for it. 
Put it up in nice boxes and you will be surprised at the 
amount of business that you will be able to do. Make it 


a point never to sell bad or overblown roses to anyone, 
as people will remember that for years to come, espe- 
cially tourists. You will forget the people, no doubt, 
as there are new people dealt with every day, but they 
will remember you, and remember you well. Have the 
place in good order, all clean, and that will impress the 
people a good deal. Any other business run slip-shod 
the way some florists’ places are would last but a very 
short time. You will be surprised at the increased 
profits if you will spend a little time and money sys- 
tematizing everything so that work can be done well 
and rapidly without the “fussing around” half a day to 
get to a job. 


Use of Cracked Ice in the Boxes 


Now the warm weather is here to stay see that there 
is a little cracked ice used in the flower boxes when they 
are shipped to the market in the morning. This will 
keep the roses fresh and nice and they will open hardly 
any. See that the ice does not come in contact with the 
buds as this would be very likely to spot them, and 
thus decrease their value. 

Care of Wires and Stakes 

When the houses are emptied, see that all the wires 
and stakes that are to be used again another season, are 
well cleaned and free from all pieces of old string and 
brush. These strings if allowed to remain on the wires 
will cause them to rust and they will then break very 
easily when they are stretched again in the fall of the 
year. ‘Tie all the stakes in bundles of 50 and put them 
away where they will be handy to get when they are 
wanted and where they will not be ruined by having very 
heavy stuff piled over them. If there is a fairly dry 


place under the benches, better put them there, and then 
they will be right in the house where they were taken 
from. Use a machine to wind up the wires so that they 
will be free from kinks and will not be twisted and bent 


in all manner of shapes. A piece of cotton waste held 
in place by a nail, and soaked with oil will oil the wire as 
it runs to the winder if it is made to run right under this 
waste, and it will keep the wire from rusting, thus add- 
ing a few years more to its life. Stakes can be treated 
much the same way, and will repay well the extra 
amount of labor that is spent on this work. 


The Center Braces 
All the bench wire braces that are put up here and 
there should receive as much attention as the wires and 
the stakes. See that they are carefully put away so 
that they will be ready to be used again. The men will 
waste a good deal of time to make new ones next fall and 


there is no need of it as these will last a good long time 
yet, if they are cared for properly. Better put them 
somewhere in the shed, where they will not be disturbed 
until they are wanted again. 


Washing the Houses 

When all the earth is removed from the benches, and 
they are being washed out with the hose, it is a good 
time to wash off all the green scum that is bound to 
accumulate on the woodwork. This can be easily done 
now. before it has a chance to dry on to the wood. If 
the houses are to be painted this summer, the paint will 
stick much better if all the dirt is removed. If all the 
wood and iron work will positively be painted, use a little 
caustic soda in the water that is used to wash off the 
wood work. This will loosen all the dirt, and make it 
easier to remove. It will also move some of the paint; 
that is why it should not be used if the houses are not 
to be painted the coming season. 


Repair Work on the Benches 

Do this well, unless you expect to tear out the 
benches to build new ones soon, and then of course they 
can be patched any way at all, to make them last the one 
season. It does not pay to patch up the benches with 
old half-decayed wood, and then have to patch it alli over 
again. On good benches, put your repairs in so that 
they will stay for a while to come. Galvanized nails 
used will help to keep the bench from decaying, as you 
will find that the boards rot out around the nails first. 
Use nails sparingly, as they are not necessary, in the 
bottom of the bench, for the soil will hold the boards in 
their places. Use merely enough nails to tack the boards 
here and there so that they will not shift all over the 
bench when the soil is put in or is being taken out. 


Painting the ends of all boards, and also the cross-pieces 
will help to make them last. Do not think of using tar or 
creosote for that would be the end of your roses. No 
plants will thrive real well where there is tar around; 
even the smell of it will have a bad effect on them.

Editor HorTicuLTure: 

I trust you will indulge us for an- 
other inning, for I do want to set 
your Philadelphia correspondent right 
on what is generally regarded as a 
union in the sense that it has been 
employed in our discussion. In refer- 
ring to the “unionizing” of a pro- 
fession, there was nothing mentioned 
to convey the impression that it per- 
tained to the organization of a pro- 
fession, but, that it meant, to unite 
it in the form of a union for the regu- 
lation of labor conditions. Using the 
word literally, the Bar Association is 
a union of members of the legal pro- 
fession, just as the National Associa- 
tion of Gardeners may be considered 
a union of members of the gardening 
profession; but they are quite a con- 
trary union to what the word generally 
implies when applied to organization. 
And the principles of the associations 
named are quite of a different order 
than those of most “unions.” 

Just another word on that wage 
scale. Now, why persist on making 
$50 appear as the standard of the gar- 
deners’ salary? For, should it reach 
the eyes of the estate owner he may 
take it seriously and some real harm 
may come of it. Candidly, at this 
present writing I find it impossible to 
fill several vacancies for assistants at 
$40 per month, including board and 
lodging. A comparison of mechanics 
wages at 6214c. per hour, with that 
of the gardeners’ salary, is, as a well 
known Philadelphian would himself 
argue, “imcompetent, irrelevant, im- 
material” and misleading, for the gar- 
dener’s pay goes on, rain or shine, 
whereas, the best mechanic, working 
under a union wage scale, I am satis- 
fied would discount his opportunity 
for the year at $15 to $18 per week. 
In fact many large estates employ the 
best of them at $15 per week. 

The education of the estate owner, 
as to what should constitute a proper 
compensation for the efficient gardener 
is in motion, is gaining in momentum, 
and has already given evidence of 
bearing good fruit. But no organiza- 
tion, or union, will ever be able to dic- 
tate what shall, or shall not be paid. 
That must always remain to individual 
adjustment, as is the case with all 
professions. 

Friend Watson, why confuse the is- 
sue and state that you never knew of 
any secrets within the N. A. G.? Of 
course you didn’t, nor did any one else 
know of any, because there are none. 
The whole affairs of this association 
are probably more widly heralded than 
those of any other like body; and still 
there are members who profess that 
they do not know that we ever get 
together, even in the face of the pub- 
licity that comes to us. 

I am glad that you concede that the 
transformation horticulture is under- 
going is really a condition and not a 
theory, even though you charge it to 
an origination of the mind; but from 
where else could it emanate? Cer- 
tainly without some condition of the 
mind progress would never be evolved, 
and there surely has been progress in 
all departments of horticulture since 
I have come into it. Now do not jump 
at conclusions hastily and hold me re- 
sponsible for it, for I lay all the blame 
on a natural growth through an

Strain Tests of Tomatoes. 

Bulletin 129 of The Pennsylvania 
Agricultural Experiment Station is 
entitled “Strain Tests of Tomatoes,” 
but the facts shown by it are appli- 
cable to other farm crops. The bul- 
letin is a summary of a more exten- 
sive article which is being published 
in the Annual Report of the Station. 
It shows the variation in strains of 
six varieties of tomatoes. The test 
has in most instances, been conduct- 
ed for four years and the figures given 
are the average. Thus variations due 
to seasonal conditions are largely 
eliminated. The tests have shown 
variation in yield between strains 
of a variety of more than thir- 
teen tons per acre of market- 
able fruit. It likewise shows pro- 
nounced variation in the period of 
maturity. The author attributes these 
differences in yield to heredity rather 
than to environmental! conditions, and 
emphasizes the importance of the 
factor in the production of farm and 
garden.

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WASHINGTON NOTES. 

Decoration Day observance by the 
Fire Department of the District of 
Columbia last week brought consider- 
able business to the local florists and 
one order alone was for ninety-six 
wreaths, placed with Gude Bros. Co. 
In addition to these there were the 
many individual tributes. 

Hereafter hucksters and storekeep- 
ers who occasionally sell flowers at re- 
tail along with other commodities usu- 
ally handled by them, will not be re- 
quired to take out a license as a florist 
according to an opinion rendered by 
Corporation Counsel Syme. During 
the past month or so, a large number 
of men selling flowers have been ar- 
rested because of their not having the 
regular license of a florist. 

The Senate, by a vote of 32 to 21, 
struck from the agricultural appropria- 
tion bill the item for the distribution 
of free seeds by the members of Con- 
gress. The vote came on an amend- 
ment to the House bill offered by the 
agricultural committee. In his remarks 
upon the clause, Senator Kenyon de- 
clared that the farmers of his district 
considered the distribution of free 
seeds as a cheap attempt to curry 
favor. 

George Burnap, landscape architect 
of the office of public buildings and 
grounds, left this city last week for 
New York, from which place he will 
sail for Europe, he being under orders 
to visit Italy, France and Germany to 
inspect the famous parks and gardens 
in those countries, with a view to se- 
curing ideas for the development of 
the park system of the District of 
Columbia. His trip will keep him 
away from Washington for more than 
four months. 

Dr. Beverly T. Galloway, who has 
been in the employ of the Department 
of Agriculture since 1888, has resigned 
as assistant secretary of the Depart- 
ment to become dean of the faculty of 
the Cornell College of Agriculture at 
Ithaca, N. Y. Dr. Galloway entered 
the service as vegetable pathologist. 
After two years in that capacity he 
was made chief of the bureau of plant 
industry. About two years ago, due 
to the hard work and close application 
he had given to his duties, his health 
broke down and he was sent upon a 
trip around the world to recuperate. 
He spent some little time in Japan, 
China and Siberia, making full re- 
ports on the agriculture of these coun- 
tries. At the beginning of the present 
administration he was made assistant 
secretary of agriculture. Since the an- 
nouncement of Dr. Galloway’s resigna- 
tion as assistant secretary considerable 
interest has been manifested as to the 
selection of his successor. Many names 
have been mentioned for the position, 
but Secretary Houston has refused to 
discuss the matter, the letter of resig- 
nation having not yet reached him. 
However, it is said that William A. 
Taylor, who suceeded Dr. Galloway to 
the position of chief of the bureau of 
plant industry, when the latter was 


promoted, has quite a good show. 
Lincoln, Ill.— Carl Hembreiker has 


resigned his position at Gullett’s green- 
house to enter partnership with his 
brother, Otto Hembreiker, who has 
purchased the West End Greenhouse. 
He has had charge of the rose depart- 
ment at Gullett’s and his resignation 
will take effect about the first of June. 
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CHICAGO NOTES. 

The People’s Florist of 47th St, 
has given place to the Morton Park 
Florists, 5437 W. 25th St. 

A. Wiegand is taking as a side line 
the sale of bead necklaces, made of 
flower petals in California. 

Miss Laura White, for 15 years 
bookkeeper for C. A. Samuelson, is 
now with the Mead Cycle Co. 

John Walters has retired from the 
active management of the West End 
Floral Co, at 4035 W. Madison street. 
John J. Freely will take charge. 

Announcements are made of a new 
paper known as The Retail Florist, to 
be published by the Chicago retail 
florists. The first number is promised 
for May 23. 

The placing of southern peonies in 
cold storage is practically over, 
though an occasional large shipment 
has to be disposed of in this way The 
quantity now in storage is approxi- 
mately one-third of that of last year. 

The Sunday Tribune had a picture 
of Virginia Poehlmann displaying her 
talent as a fancy dancer. Miss Vir- 
ginia is the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
August Poehlmann and is frequently 
called upon to furnish entertainment 
at social events. 

Phil Schupp calls attention to the 
fact that it is much more difficult to 
secure a good rose grower than a 
good grower of carnations, something 
worth considering by young men learn- 
ing the business, or entering the horti- 
cultural departments in the colleges. 

One of the oldest and most efficient 


growers in this locality is Richard 
Prescott, born in England. He is 
proud of his sixty years of active 


work and is now as he has been for 
thirty years, in charge of the Northrop 
place at La Grange, Ill, where his 
work is both that of private gardener 
and commercial grower. He is as en- 
thusiastic as ever and is an example 
of the man who does not grow old as 
the years pile up. 

J. A. Budlong finds it more to his 
advantage to grow roses than carna- 
tions and in his large plant he will 
next year reduce his range of carna- 
tions by six houses and increase the 
area of glass devoted to roses, accord- 
ingly. About six tried and true vari- 
eties of carnations, Mr. Budlong con- 
siders the right number and says the 
varieties must be those that the in- 
dividual grower has found that he can 
grow the best. White Perfection, En- 
chantress, Winsor, Aristocrat. Victory 
and Afterglow are his.

The de- 
mand for pinks for Mothers’ Day and 
for McKinley Day has been worked 
up and encouraged by them until 
large numbers of our citizens are in- 
clined to yield to the excellent im- 
pulse that originated the movements, 
and now when there is a tendency to 
observe the days the florists, not sat- 
isfied with the greatly increased de- 
mand which in itself would mean vast- 
ly increased profits, place almost pro- 
hibitive prices on their goods. They 
are taking the best possible way to 
kill out all desire to celebrate the oc- 
casions. The one thing in particular 
which the public resents is the sug- 
gestion that it is satisfied to be im- 
posed upon.

BOSTON NOTES. 


The display of tulips in the Boston 
Public Garden, has been unusually 
good this year. Last Sunday the bril- 
liant scene attracted many thousands 
of admiring visitors. The entire sweep 
of the garden presents a vision of 
loveliness from any point of view. 
The grass is in healthy condition, the 
walks have been resurfaced, the trees 
are sending forth their buds and 
leaves, and, as an innovation, an old- 
fashioned flower garden has been laid 
out, eighty feet in length. 





The W. W. Edgar Company at Wav- 
erley, Mass., have a wide repute for 
the high quality of their product grown 
under the skilful management of Her- 
man H. Bartsch. The accompanying 
picture shows one of their houses just 
before last Easter. No sooner is the 
Easter supply exhausted than the 
houses are filled up with stock for 
Memorial Day and just at present the 
display is as brilliant and tempting as 
it was at Easter time. We wager the 
prediction that the houses will be 
again emptied and once more filled up 
within ten days. Idle space is the 
abhorrence of the prosperous plant 
grower. 

One mile of street or road will be 
planted to shade-trees at least seven 
feet in height, by the Massachusetts 
Forestry Association in the town or 
city which properly plants this spring 
the greatest number of shade-trees on 
its streets in proportion to its popula- 
tion based on the census of 1910.

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Flower Market Reports 


The market is very in- 


BOSTON active this week. In fact, 
there is no market worthy 
of the name. Monday started off at 
a pretty fair pace but since then 
everything has been discouragingly 
dull. There is no item on the list 
that is not in supply beyond any pres- 
ent demand. Carnations are, per- 
haps, in the worst predicament. Very 
many are being picked every day and 
they are accumulating badly. Of 
course, Memorial Day will use up all 
that are fit to use, but it looks now 
as if there would be a lot of hold- 
over stock that will be a dispiriting 
drag on an otherwise spic-and-span 
market. Daffodils are about finished 
and only the late flowering tulips, 
such as gesneriana, Darwins and 
some of the doubles are left. Sweet 
peas are badly overstocked. Outdoor 
lilacs will be all right for Memorial 
Day from present indications. 


Weather conditions 
BUFFALO were bad, but business 
Was generally good dur- 
ing the past few days, but the receipts 
_have shortened considerably and the 
market has practically been cleaned 
up daily. The demand has been good 
on everything especially carnations, 
sweet peas, iris, baby gladioli, lily of 
the valley and daisies and prices have 
ruled good. The Beauty business has 
opened and the sales have been more 
satisfactory than for weeks previous. 
Lilies are still on the heavy supply 
list, but have taken well. There is no 
outdoor material to speak of except 
Peeticus narcissi and a few tulips. 
Heme-grown lilac is expected soon. 


The peony season is 
CHICAGO upon us. The early 
flowers are limited in 


quantity and many of the southern 
peony farms have yielded a much 
smaller supply than in former years. 
The chief difference will be in the cold 
storage offerings later on, as the home 
grown plants now give promise of the 
usual yield. Prices at this time are 
from five to eight cents. Carnations 
have recovered from the heavy de- 
mands of Mothers’ Day and there are 
enough to go around, but prices hold 
firm. Roses are shortening up, partly 
because they are off crop and partly 
because of replanting. American Beau- 
ties are getting scarce especially in 
the best grades, but there are enough 
to meet all regular demand. New 
ferns from the south have appeared 
and are welcomed for local trade, for 
they sell for $2 while old ferns are 
twice that amount. They are yet too 
soft for shipping trade. Tulips from 
near-by points are keeping the market 
well supplied with much fine stock and 
in every variety. Lily of the valley 
is used up each day. Lilies are still a 
steady factor in the market and there 
is a good variety of miscellaneous 
stock. There is a good supply of 
daisies, always so much in demand at 
this time. Green seems in good sup- 
ply everywhere. 

Practically all the 
stock coming into 
the market is clean- 
ing up readily. The supply is good but 
not large and is meeting with a de- 
mand ‘that is very active. The rose 
supply is adequate and mostly high

A fair trade is report- 
NEW YORK ed from the whole- 
sale districts, which is 
encouraging considering that the out- 
door planting and bedding department 
claims the attention of the suburban 
florist almost to the exclusion of all 
other interests just now and already 
the preparations for Memorial Day are 
a disturbing factor in the daily routine. 
Stock cannot be said to be overplenti- 
ful. Some things that have had a 
leading part in loading down the mar- 
ket, such as spring bulb stock, are now 
past their power to help or to hinder. 
Outdoor lilacs are now at their height 
and will in due time be succeeded by 
the peonies. Gardenias are scarce and 
cattleyas are also shortening up. Lilies 
have got back to normal values as 
price quotations show. Smilax contin- 
ues in short supply but adiantums are 
much too plentiful. Roses command a 
little better figure than they did last 
week. The quality has been good, gen- 
erally, the cool weather favoring them 
much. Carnation quality is hardly up 
to recent standard. 
There was a good 
volume of busi- 
ness, especially 
towards the latter part of last week, 
but prices generally ruled low. This 
depressed standard of values was true 
of the higher grade of stock as well as 
in the shorts. Carnations fared rather 
better than other staples as the mar- 
ket was clear to start with after the 
Mothers’ Day rush. But buyers could 
find all the good stock they wanted as 
low as two cents, which was quite a 
contrast from the previous week. Roses 
are tremendously plentiful. Local 
Beauties are now supplemented by 
some nice stock from Northern grow- 
ers, which show marked color and fin- 
ish. Russell and Sunburst are also very 
good. The supply of cattleyas has 
dropped off a little and with fair de- 
mand prices have hardened consider- 
ably. No change in the gardenia sit- 
uation. Callas are fewer, but there is 
still a big over-supply of Easter Hilies. 
The gladiolus market has been supple- 
mented with some nice stock of the 
“baby” type, like Peach Blossom, Deli- 
catissima, etc. Peonies are more plen- 
tiful and some of the choicer varieties 
are now appearing. Snapdragon and 
sweet peas of fine quality are in great 
supply. First cuts of blue cornflower 
now in.
